OVER THE BORDER— 


Is it the Mexican tourist de­ 
cal, our Illinois license plates, 
or our heavily-loaded car that 
draws the interest of residents 
of Mexico? There is a warm 
greeting as we try out our few 
Spanish words, showing they 
welcome the visiting Ameri­ 
canos. 
Armed with our individual 
Mexican 
tourist 
cards, 
we 
crossed the bridge at Nuevo 
Laredo. Two car permits which 
we will guard “with our lives” 
were attached to our windows. 
Two custom officials approach­ 
ed our car. It was suggested to 
us that a tip was in order. As 
we reached for a few pesos, we 
inadvertently handed him three 
American dollars which might 
be the reason for the scant ex­ 
amination of only two of our 
suitcases. We were stopped at 
two other inspection stations on 
our way to Monterrey, where 
our car permit was checked 
with our state license number. 


For nearly 150 miles south 
of the border we saw only a 
few adobe huts. They indicat­ 
ed meager living conditions 
in the desert country. Out­ 
wardly, 
time 
had 
slipped 
backwards more than a IOO 
years. Our sympathy went 
out to the families living in 
the s/nall adobe homes, with­ 
out chimneys and just open­ 
ings in lieu of windows. The 
roads are not fenced so we 
used care to avoid the horses, 
cattle, goats and burros. We 
judge it was siesta time for 
the men resting along the 
roadside, or was it a “coffee 
break,” 
when 
roadworkers 
gathered around a campfire? 
Many burros heavily loaded 
trudged along. 
It was truly a desert country. 
We could not see how the ani­ 
mals found anything on which 
to munch or how the families 
could eke out an existence on 
the dry, rocky land. Here and 
there was a small school or na­ 
tive restaurant. We had been 
warned that we should keep our 
gas tank filled with Pemex, us­ 
ing an additive with every tank. 
We had one scare for a time 
until we luckily found the one 
gas station selling the kind we 
needed. 
Illinois toll roads have their 
rescue cars, but Mexico goes 
them one better. They are the 
“Turismo's Green Fleet” who 
travel the highways until 9 p.m. 
The folder handed the tourist as 
he enters Mexico reads: “The 
Mexican 
Government 
Tourist 
Department endeavors to help 
motorists by means of its Radio 
Patrullas De Auxilio Turistico 
or Turismo’s ‘Green Fleet’ as 
they are now fondly called. 
These radio-controlled tourist- 
assistance patrols are at your 
service — free of charge —for 
minor repairs to vehicles, gas, 
oil and parts (all at cost), gen­ 
eral information, tire changes, 
first aid.” 
After leaving the dry rocky 
country, we saw oxen pull­ 
ing plows by means of yokes, 
or a single burro pulling a 
plough as did the U.S. farm­ 
ers before the twentieth cen­ 
tury. Upon entering Monter­ 
rey, a city of half a million, 
we were back in 1962—the 
modem age. We spent that 
night at the Ambassador Ho­ 
tel 
where 
we 
enjoyed 
a 
“flaming sw’ord*’ dinner with 
the charming assistance of 
five waiters—a bit suggestive 
of the Ambassador East in 
Chicago. 
Friendly conversations usual­ 
ly began and ended with “no 
comprend©” but with the aid of 
the little Berlitz book for Trav­ 
elers and a smile, we managed 
very 
well. 
We 
hope 
as 
“manana” 
approaches 
our 
Spanish will, too! 
Yesterday, w i t h i n a few1 
miles, we saw animals, human 
and fourfooted, tilling the earth 
and then a farm tractor plough­ 
ing— the only one in nearly 
700 miles. 
It 
seemed 
much 
out of place. English bicycles 
are quite numerous. The steep 
hills seem to make no differ­ 
ence to the men and boys using 
them, often another rider hold­ 
ing on. 
When 
we 
saw 
mountain 
goats 
and 
kids 
gracefully 
r u n n i n g 
along 
mountain 
ledges, we regretted we did 
not have a telescopic lens— 
we snapped a picture anyway. 


OUR TOWN HAD A BIG YEAR 
Two Projects 
Marked 1962

Two big construction projects were among the high­ 
lights of 1962 in the municipal life of Arlington Heights. 
One will be a visible landmark in the villages for dec­ 
ades. The other, while not as conspicuous, is more expen­ 
s e . 
The two projects are the $450,000 village hall at 33 
S. State Rd. and the $3.5 
million storm sewer project 
planned to relieve basement 
flooding after heavy rain­ 
falls. 
THE NEW village hall was 
occupied by the staff of village 
departments at the beginning of 
this month. 
Dedication cere­ 
monies and an open house will 
be held next month. 
The storm sewer construc­ 
tion is nearing mid-point. The 
first stage of the vast project 
is done, and the contract for 
the second stage has been 
awarded. 
Another major project close 
to the heart of village officials 
dragged during 1962. This is the 
plan to upgrade the Arlington 
Heights Park Manor area in the 
southeast part of the village. 


REQUIRED ARE the joint 
efforts of the village, the resi­ 
dents, and builder George Wal­ 
la h , who has acquired much of 
the vacant land in the subdivi­ 
sion, for a special assessment 
to put in paving, sewers and 
water lines so that subdivision 
will develop in normal fashion. 
But the sailing was not 
smooth. Many residents felt 
they were not going to get the 
benefits 
they, thought they 
would from Wallach’s par­ 
ticipation. And village trus­ 
tees and the board of local 
improvements disagreed on 
details of the proposed as­ 
sessment. 
The entire project remained 
high on the agenda for 1963.

From Leisurely Era 
Nine Covered Bridges 
Still Left in State 


SPRINGFIELD, (UPI) - Cov­ 
ered wooden bridges — symbols 
of a more leisurely era of long 
ago — are unique in these days 
of intricate highway overpasses 
and super-suspension bridges. 
But the nine covered bridges 
left in Illinois today are more 
than mere relics — they serve 
automotive traffic as well as 
making it easy for livestock to 
cross streams. 


THE BRIDGES, 
som ew hat 
resembling barns, are construc­ 
ted of heavy timbers and cov­ 
ered with board to help protect 
the structures from elements. 
In recent years, many bridges 
have been reinforced with steel 
to support their sagging backs. 
Much of the steel used in 
strengthening the bridges has a 
touch of nostalgia for persons 
who witnessed the turn of the 
century. The steel was purchas­ 
ed from the St. Louis World Fair 
after exposition structures were 
razed. 
In 1929 there were 24 covered 
bridges in Illinois. Casualties 
among the bridges have been 
high in recent years.

A national organization for the 
preservation of covered bridges 
has succeeded in saving many 


bridges located in the east, but 
in Illinois the preservation has 
been left up to various private 
groups with less success.

Stocks and Bonds 
My father used to tell me, “ It 
is okay, Roger, for you to make 
forecasts . . . but never put 
dates on them !” I forecast that 
the Dow-Jones Industrial Aver­ 
age will register lower some­ 
time during 1963 and stocks will 
show an average yield of about 
four per cent. Either dividends 
must be increased or prices of 
stocks must go lower. Both can­ 
not continue forever so poorly 
adjusted. 
THE ABOVE comment refers 
primarily to industrial stocks, 
forecast that both the gross and 
net earnings of 
utility 
stocks 
will advance during 1963 and for 
some years thereafter. The util­ 
ity cumulative preferreds have 
reached a point whereby 
they 
will closely follow i n t e r e s t 
rates as determined by the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Banks. The utility 
common stocks 
should slowly 
rise in price provided they are 
not unjustly limited by legisla­ 
tion or by state and federal reg­ 
ulatory commissions. 
As for the railroad stocks, I 
generally feel bearish. A war 
with Cuba or a world nuclear 
war breaking out 
anywhere 
could cause the stocks of all 
our transcontinental railroads 
to go up sharply in price; but 
down they would come again. 
We are today in an electronic 
age and no longer in a rail­ 
road age. Those who desire 
to invest in common 
stocks 
should stick to the oils, chem­ 
icals, and electronics. 
Even 
then keep in mind Newton’s 
Law of Action and Reaction 
which will always determine 
the time to buy and sell com: 
mon stocks. 
Regarding bonds I am 
not 
pessimistic for 1963. 
Certainly, 
the non-taxable bonds will sell 
higher during 1963. 
Also, good 
short-term corporation and gov­ 
ernment bonds will be safest to 
iold. Long-term corporation and 
Government bonds may sell for 
ess sometime during 1963. Long­ 
term bond prices vary with in- 
;erest rates and the probability 
of inflation. 
Building, Real Estate 
There may be some decline in 
residential building in 1963; and 
shopping centers in many sub­ 
urban developments 
may 
re­ 
main at a standstill for a while. 
However, so much money is pil­ 
ing up in savings banks which 
must be invested, it seems that 


by 1964 many more new homes 
will be built. 
In this connec­ 
tion, when purchasing a house or 
business property, be sure 
to

Retail Trade 
Naturally, there will be a sea­ 
sonal letdown in retail trade aft­

downs which follow January I. 
That will be the time to look for 
bargains. 
Scan the advertise 
ments well. This especially ap­ 
plies to merchandise that 
de­ 
pends more or less on style, 
such as dresses, coats, hats and 
shoes.

Over all, I

It may extend until after

1964 presidential elections. The 
Russians have removed 
their 
missile installations and bomb­ 
ers from Cuba, in accordance 
with President Kennedy’s

mands. In return, Mr. Khrush­ 
chev 
will 
undoubtedly 
want 
some concession in Berlin, or in 
Turkey — which now bottles up 
Russia in the winter due 
to 
Turkey’s control of the Dardan­ 
elles. 
Khrushchev must placate his 
people at home by improving 
rather than reducing t h e i r 
standard of living. I saw this 
very dearly when I was in 
Moscow. 
He helped 
Castro 
only so that he would have 
something to trade with the 
United States, either in con­ 
nection with Berlin or with 
our bases which we now have 
in Europe. 
Khrushchev 
ex­ 
pected to later withdraw from 
Cuba when he first decided to 
help Castro. He knew Russia 
could continue to use Cuba as 
a base for Russian 
subma­ 
rines. Now both Khrushchev 
and Castro are 
looking 
to 
save face at home. 
Some think the Cuban fracas 
will make President 
Kennedy 
much tougher with labor here 
in the United States, but I dis­ 
agree. 
Labor leaders may be 
more reasonable in their 
de­ 
mands, but they will continue to 
have friends at the White House.

Commodity Prices 
Nineteen-sixty-three will 
see 
many basic commodities sell for 
lower prices. 
Despite domestic 
production cutbacks for m a n y 
raw materials, world 
supplies 
will 
continue 
their 
uptrend. 
These surpluses in world m ar­ 
kets will place additional down­ 
ward pressure on 
commodity 
prices in the U.S. There will be 
exceptions in hybrid corn, Idaho 
seed potatoes, and other select­ 
ed crops. 
Much depends upon 
the weather and the ability 
to 
hold over surpluses. 
Prices of peaches, 
apples, 
citrus and other fruits depend 
principally upon the weather. 
Improvements in c a n n i n g , 
freezing, and 
storage 
have 
been greatly advanced, while 
the big supermarkets h a v e 
been beneficial in stabilizing 
prices. The hope of the fruit 
growers rests in co-operative 
advertisements in newspapers 
and other media. 
Certain basic chemicals will 
surely decline in price due to 
over-production and competition 
from imports. The U.S. Justice 
Department claims to be work­ 
ing for consumers in its fights 
with many companies such as 
the dairy concerns, but in t h e 
end supply and demand will de­ 
termine the result and not leg­ 
islation or court decisions. 
Taxes and Inflation 
Before the Kennedy Adminis­ 
tration retires, I forecast that 
we will have either more tastes 
or 
more 
inflation. 
Neither, 
however, need come in 
1963. 
The stock market may discount 
the expected inflation by tem­ 
porarily continuing above 600 on 
the Dow-Jones Industrial Aver­ 
age. 
The November elections 
indicate that the voters want a 
“welfare state” and I believe 
this means more inflation rather 
than more taxes. 
The old saying, “We can­ 
not have our cake and eat it 
too," is certainly true today. 


indicate that the majority of 
voters really believe they can 
have all these temporal bene­ 
fits such as medical care for 
Ute aged, medical and hospital 
payments, more social secur­ 
ity, etc., without having to 
pay the bill either through in­ 
creased taxes or through in­ 
flation. 
With ah that is promised to 
young people in the form of free 
education, college scholarships, 
etc., in addition to the above- 
mentioned help, this means that 
the employed people, from ages 
25 to 65, must carry the entire 
burden. Sometime they will re­ 
bel, but it will not be in 1963 al­ 
though it might come at the next 
residential election. 
Certainly 
he enactment of a “real ’ all- 
inclusive tax cut is no sure 
bing. 
It may look good to the 
“working man” but not to in­ 
vestors or employers. 
IJ.S. Dollar and Gold 
The purchasing power of our 
dollar will gradually be less, but 
this statement applies also to the 
currency of all countries. If our 
dollar declines in value it will be 
the same for every nation. If we 
devalue the dollar or temporar­ 
ily look prosperous by phony 
bookkeeping, the other nations 
will gradually follow suit and we 
will all wind up where we start- 
e(J 
The dollar will not be deval­ 
ued in 1963, although the Wall 
Street and Lombard 
Street 
brokers will put out propa­ 
ganda to the contrary. 
Now, a final word with 
re­ 
gard to gold. The United States 
will continue to lose gold on 
balance during 1963. 
The only 
way to prevent it in 1963 is for 
us to export more goods and im­ 
port less. 
This would require 
certain sacrifice on the part of 
our people. 
SINCE MY trip to Africa, I 
have concluded that the answer 
is in producing more gold rath­ 
er than leaving it underground. 
If gold had a free market, its 
production would increase nat­ 
urally and it would then repre­ 
sent one of the safest and most 
profitable investments available 
today. 
Another one 
may 
be 
uranium oxide. 
Of course, large quantities of 
gold may be found on the sur­ 
face of the moon—which brings 
me to my final subject, which I 
hope readers will take seriously. 


Babson Background 


American business has no more inspiring personality than 
Roger W. Babson, internationally-known business commentator 
and investment adviser. 
An outstanding feature of his phil­ 
osophy has been his lifelong insistence on the importance of 
both religion and advertising in business.

Donnelly reported this week 
that the number of persons 
claiming unemployment bene­ 
fits increased to 105,093 during 
the week ended Dec. 15, 1862.

The 105,093 claimants was 13

the 93,001 
claiming in the preceding week 
and only 2.1 per cent below the 
107,348 who filed claims in the 
same week one year ago. 
THE NUMBER of claimants 
in Cook and DuPage Counties 
totaled 55,664, an increase of 12 
per cent above the 49,773 who 
filed in the preceding week and 
3.0 per cent above the 54,040 
who filed in the same week last 
year. 


Initial claimants totaled 24,- 
228, 
which was 41 per cent 
above the 17,129 initial claim­ 
ants in the preceding week and 
22 per cent above the 19,893 
initial claimants in the com­ 
parable week of 1961.

The 
original boosters will be paid 
for by some government, but 
their operation will be left 
for profit. The situation may 
compare with our great 
gold 
rush" in 1849.

will not be limited to gold, but 
will also 
include 
diamonds, 
platinum, and perhaps other 
elements which are not yet in 
our chemistry books.

A comprehensive study of 
key factors affecting the growth 
of business and creation of new 
jobs in Illinois has been launch­ 
ed by the Illinois State Cham­ 
ber of Commerce. 
The State Chamber has con­ 
tracted with the Armour Re­ 
search Foundation of the Illi­ 
nois Institute of Technology to 
conduct the extensive research 
project. The study, financed by 
the State Chamber, is expected 
to require a year for comple­ 
tion. 
Beryl W. Sprinkel, research 
subcommittee chairman of the 
State Chamber’s Economic De­ 
velopment 
Committee, 
an­ 
nounced 
the 
special 
study. 
Sprinkel, 
vice president and 
economist of Harris Trust & 
Savings Bank, Chicago, said its 
purposes will be: 
1 — TO ANALYZE the past 
growth, present strengths and 
weaknesses and certain factors 
on the future growth of the Illi­ 
nois economy. 
2 — To suggest steps to be 
taken by private and public 
groups 
to 
insure 
that Illi­ 
nois will achieve a share of the 
national economy in keeping 
with the state’s capabilities and 
resources. 
“The State Chamber recog­ 
nizes the need for careful ex­ 
amination of the Illinois econ­ 
omy with a view toward getting 
a better definition of the prob­ 
lem facing the state and chart­ 
ing a course of action that can 
be taken to insure its adequate 
growth in the future,” Sprinkel 
said. 
“THIS STUDY will determine 
the dimension (rf the present 
economic factors of the state 
and will develop a program of 
action to facilitate the creation 
of new jobs here.” 
Survey results are expected 
to provide a useful guidance to 
community, business and gov­ 
ernmental leaders in their ef­ 
forts to promote sound expan­ 
sion of the state’s economic 
base. 
“This will not be merely a 
collection of facts and statis­ 
tics,” Sprinkel noted, but rather 
a down-to-earth statement of the 
problems we face and an outline 
of steps needed to meet them.”

There has been a great deal of concern lately about fallout 
in milk. According to Dr. Harry P. Gregor of Brooklyn Poly­ 
technic Institute, the principle of ion exchange through a plastic 
membrance can be employed to remove radioactive substances 
from milk at a cost of about a half-cent a quart. Tile machine in­ 
vented by Dr. Gregor is described as resembling in its operation 
the so-called artificial kidney which removes uric acid and other 
substances from the blood of persons whose kidneys are tempo­ 
rarily non-functioning. 
It would appear that at a nominal cost of one-half cent 
per quart, there should be no alarm about the time when ra­ 
dioactive milk will render it unusable for human consump­ 
tion. None of us look forward to additional costs of the prod­ 
ucts we consume, but in this case we are happy to know that 
there is a device for taking fallout from milk. 
The type of food the housewife purchases today in the store 
is far different than that purchased twenty-five years ago. With 
the advent of frozen foods and jet age transportation, consumers 
have become fairly sophisticated about food novelties. Now, how­ 
ever a produce firm in Quincy, 111., has succeeded in startling 
the consumer on its milk routes by selling eggs in bottles. 
The company uses bottles with a mouth just large enough 
to pass at a time, one broken-out egg with yolk and white to­ 
gether. It is said that the eggs stay separate, with mixing. 
The eggs keep well under refrigeration and are priced by the 
pound. 
As the year 1962 draws to a close it is a good time to assess 
the past year’s performance. Some things have been pleasing and 
satisfactory, others we would change if we could have. We have 
seen changes in agriculture. The American farmers, have done 
a good job in providing food for not only the people in the Unit­ 
ed States but people in many other nations. It is the only time 
in history that hunger has vanquished from our country. In the 
past we haven’t had the knowledge of how to do it and in the 
future, our increased population (world rate 7,000 births and 
deaths each hour) may prevent us from having an adequate diet. 
At any rate let’s make the hest of each year and do our 
utmost in improving the society in which we live. 
I hope each of you have a well planned happy and prosper­ 
ous year in 1963.

T h e woman’s dark eyes snap anger, quickly extinguished 
as she clamps them shut. Now her expression is one of an­ 
guish. She grinds the earth with her foot, as if to obliterate a 
bug. Her words match the violent eloquence of her action: “The 
Americans want to keep us at their feet,” she declares in Span­ 
ish. 


The woman’s story is typical of the ex-migrant Mexican- 
American farm worker, but her vintage trailer home is some­ 
what more elegant than the shacks behind it in which other 
ex-migrants and those still harvesting crops live. The wom­ 
an’s husband has 16ft the migrant stream which once rumbled 
north in the spring like a runaway river; agricultural automa­ 
tion has reduced the tide to a trickle. He now works for a 
factory in Addison. The couple has five children. They must 
move, for the property of the farm on Algonquin Road just 
east of Illinois 83 is for sale, another victim of split-level de­ 
velopment which can be seen devouring land in the distance. 
As we talk with the woman, the vegetable stand across the 
street from the farm does a brisk business. 


While many ex-migrant families have become year-round 
residents in the northwest suburban area, paying rent for form­ 
er chicken shacks and tool sheds, others have fled to the can­ 
yons of the city. 
t 


Even here, while job opportunities and the sense of a Span­ 
ish-speaking community have taken root to make their lot 
more bearable, their lack of language skills makes them prey 
for the credit sharks which glide about the perimeters of aspir­ 
ation. 


We visit Reynaldo Riveria, 36, who lives in a four-room 
basement apartment with his wife and five children in the 
neighborhood south of the Harrison-Halsted area. Riveria left 
the fields six years ago, now works in a factory, and earns 
about $4,000 a year. “The family income for migrant farm 
workers is under $2,000 a year,” according to the Rev. Robert 
A. Reicher of the Catholic Council on Working Life. 


Loran Agler, assistant chief of Farm Placement in Illinois 
for the U. S. Department of Labor, however, cites surveys con­ 
ducted by the state of Texas which, he says, places the mi­ 
grant family’s annual income at around $5,000. “He also gets 
free transportation, housing and food,” Agler says. Most recent 
testimony taken in Congressional hearings sets the national 
average annual earnings of migrants under $1,000. 


The farm bloc in Congress, however, has consistently won 
extensions of Public Law 78, enacted to satisfy World War II 
manpower shortages, to permit employment of “braceros,” 
Mexican national farm hands, to harvest U. S. crops. Due to 
unemployment in this country, however, the U. S. Department 
of Labor in 1961 banned use of braceros except in cases of 
extreme need. Agler says 90 braceros were employed on Cook 
County farms this year and 60 foreign workers last year to 
save crops. 
* 


The Very Rev. Msgr. William J. Quinn, executive secretary 
of the Bishops Committee on Migrant Workers and co-director 
of the Latin-American Bureau of the National Catholic Welfare 
Council, notes that in a three-month period this past summer, 
200.000 migrants crowded into the Amarillo area of Texas seek­ 
ing work. “The previous high I’d ever heard of down there was 
100.000.” Msgr. Quinn1 commented. He pointed out that such a 
surplus of labor could be traced to an Increase in automation on 
the farm. “Sixty per cent of the cotton harvested in Texas last 
year was picked by machines,” he explained, adding, “Auto­ 
mation is even causing a problem in Mexico. Mexican newspa­ 
pers show braceros lined up to receive food.” 
* 


Eventually, mechanical tomato and pickle pickers will re­ 
place the “stoop” labor of the migrants, and the only thing 
which hinders the tomato picker from being operational is the 
fact that it would require all tomatoes to ripen at the same 
time. 
* 


Robert Hood, assistant farm advisor for the Cook County 
Extension Service, stat es the farmer’s case. “These people 
don’t understand basic cleanliness. People in my own church 
are interested in helping migrants. But they need education, not 
shoes and Christmas gifts. Farmers will build housing for these 
people and it will be ramshackled in a hurry. We try to make 
our standards of living suit them. We try to do something for 
these people without trying to change their thinking; you have 
the same problem in urban renewal. 


“I think the ‘farmer has a responsibility to them, but he al­ 
so has a business to operate. The society that wants to raise

their level has a responsibility, too. Society says this is not our 
way of life; ifs society’s obligation to correct. If you don’t 
know you have a problem, you don’t worry about it.” Farm Ad­ 
visor Carl Mees adds to this: “I’ve seen their homes in Mexi­ 
co; they live the same way down there.” 
0 


Besides the Congressional committees, national church 
groups of many faiths, and others who have concerned them­ 
selves with the migratory worker who occupies the cellar of 
the social order, there are those in the northwest suburban 
area who continue to worry about the ex-migrants who have 
become a permanent part of the community. Among them are: 


—The Opportunity Council, Inc., formed in 1958, which as­ 
sists people on relief with food and clothing, provides trans­ 
portation for those in need of medical care, gives legal assist­ 
ance, and is currently sponsoring two high school students with 
financial aid. The council also lent financial support to a col­ 
lege student until she could fend for herself. 


—The Opportunity Foundation, which is attempting to fi­ 
nance a plan of low rental housing for ex-migrants through 
assistance from the Federal Housing Administration <FHA). 


—St. James Church in Arlington Heights, which conducts a 
summer school for children of migrant families, and this sum­ 
mer had 340 children enrolled. 


—St. Theresa Church in Palatine, which has a Mexican- 
American congregation numbering 200. Vicar of the church is 
the Rev. Rafael Orozco, a Mexican-American, who says that 
discrimination in housing may be due to the fact that these 
Spanish-speaking people have large families rather than be­ 
cause of their ethnic extraction. 


Fr. Reicher proposes having governmental agencies and 
local volunteer organizations prepare ways and means of eas­ 
ing the path of ex-migrants from the land to the city. He adds 
this warning about his own faith: “Unless the church comes to 
grips with the awful material problems these people have, the 
church will be irrelevant.” 


The words ring true when you view their terrible necessity. 
The derelict housing of the ex-migrant staggers before your 
eyes. You see the paucity of their means, the wretchedness of 
their hopes. You wonder how anyone can live in these clap­ 
board dwellings when the temperature noses to zero, but you 
know that, somehow, they do. Somehow, they exist in their 
tumble-down homes that resemble discarded farm machinery 
of a bygone day — corroding in the field at harvest’s end

this could mean a rough time 
for G o v. % Kerner’s program, 
but Bidwill insists he will 
“play it by ear.” 
Other Republican leaders are 
more outspoken in their feel­ 
ings, and more aggresive in 
their actions to the house speak­ 
ership race and the Governor’s 
proposed program. 
“WE ARE going to demand 
that a Republican be elected 
this time,” said H. G. “Skinny” 
Taylor, 
Decatur 
Republican 
and president of the Illinois Re­ 
publican County Chair nian’s As­ 
sociation. 
Taylor’s group is buttonholing 
Republican house leaders—an 
unusual move—in an effort to 
seal the ranks. 
He said the group does not 
endorse a specific candidate 
but wants a Republican. Tay­ 
lor labeled as “a lot of hog­ 
wash” reports that a Demo­ 
cratic speaker may be elect­ 
ed. 
Meanwhile, Victor L. Smith 
of Robinson, Illinois Republican 
Chairman, insists “we’ve har­ 
dened the loyalty of our mem­ 
bers.” 
Smith says the Democrats 
know that the GOP will not 
stand for another defection by 
any member without retalia­ 
tion. 
“If they (Democrats) want a 
legislative program to succeed 
they had better not take some­ 
thing that legally belongs to 
us,” said Smith.*

SPRINGFIELD, (UPI) 
— A possible Democratic- 
R e p u b l i c a n clash next 
month over control of the 
Illinois House has brought 
into focus the major reason 
for the see-saw majorities 
in the lower chamber — the 
state’s u n i q u e cumulative 
voting law. 
The GOP has a 90-86 majori­ 
ty in the coming House session 
due to the November elections 
and the death of one Democrat, 
but still fears that incumbent 
Democratic Speaker Paul Pow­ 
ell (rf Vienna will attempt to 
duplicate his coup of two years 
ago. 
REPUBLICANS THEN h e l d 
an 89-88 majority and Powell 
persuaded some GOPers to de­ 
fect, allowing his election and 
Democratic control of all com­ 
mittees. 
The 1961 session was the first 
time the House minority took 
over from the majority, but the 
minority has always been strong 
because of Illinois Constitution. 
Voters in 1870, in adopting the 
present State Constitution, rati­ 
fied a proposal advocated by 
Joseph Medill, editor of the Chi­ 
cago Tribune, to provide for the 
cumulative voting system. 
UNDER THE system, Illinois 
is divided into Representative 
Districts with three Representa­ 
tives to be elected from each 
district. This in itself in n o t 
unique - several states h a v e 
more than one Representative 
from each district. 
In all these cases, the voters 
have a number of votes equal 
to the number of Representa­ 
tives from their district. B u t 
Illinois voters have the added 


option of casting all their votes 
for one person, or splitting their 
three votes between two candi­ 
dates. 
This provision makes it math­ 
ematically possible ior any par­ 
ty which polls more than one- 
fourth of the votes to elect a 
Representative. As a practical 
matter, it usually means that 
one party can elect two candi­ 
dates and the other one from 
each district, e n s u r i n g the 
strong minority. 
DEMOCRATS elected 
three 
legislators from one Chicago 
district for a number of years, 
but since legislative, reappor­ 
tionment in 1953, such a prac­ 
tice has become rare. This has 
resulted in close House margins. 
In the last five elections, for in­ 
stance, the largest “working 
majority” given either party 
has been ll votes. 
The system was designed pri­ 
marily to cope with intense sec­ 
tional feeling and partisnaship 
which was the aftermath of the 
Civil War in 1870. The Northern 
part of the state was Republi­ 
can and the S o u t h e r n part 
Democrat and there were sharp 
sectional and party cleavages. 
A proposed new State Consti­ 
tution put before the voters in 
1922 would have eliminated the 
cumulative voting system, but 
the Constitution was defeated by 
a 5-to-l vote, though generally 
on other grounds. Since 
then 
the Legislature has n e v e r 
passed any proposed Constitu­ 
tional amendment to do away 
with the system, though it still 


has many opponents. 
CRITICS POINT out that Re­ 
publicans and D e m o c r a t s , 
aware that they can usually 
elect a maximum of two candi­ 
dates from each district, nomi­ 
nate a maximum of two. 
In addition a minority party 
which realized it is in the minor­ 
ity often nominates only 
one 
candidate, leaving the v o t e r s 
with only three candidates for 
the three posts when the Gener­ 
al Election comes around. I n 
the last election this was the 
situation in 32 of the 59 districts. 
On the other hand, if both 
parties nominate two candidates 
in a district, candidates often 
wind up urging their supporters 
to cast all three votes for them­ 
selves, which hurts the o t h e r 
candidate from their party. The 
system requires too much party 
discipline and doesn’t give vo­ 
ters a choice, critics say. 
PROPONENTS contend th e 
system has historically reflec­ 
ted the true Wishes of the vo­ 
ters in the lineup of the parties 
and point to a stabilization of 
membership, which they consid­ 
er desirable. 
One critic of the system is 
Powell, who has said he would 
prefer a “head-on meeting be­ 
tween two candidates. Let the 
voters have a choice.” 
A supporter is state R e p.- 
Elect John Lewis of Marshall, 
a top GOP candidate for 
the 
Speakership, who has said, “I 
believe in a strong minority. I 
believe it’s proved to be a good 
system.”

Insulation Answer 
Two Ways to Correct 
House’s Cold Floors 


Cold floors 
in 
crawlspace 
houses can be corrected in two 
ways. The floor above an open 
crawl space can be insulated, or 
exterior walls insulated and the 
crawl space closed. 
Open crawl spaces are those 
which are ventilated so that ttye 
temperature in the crawl space 
is nearly as cold as the outside 
air. In cold climates, it is nec­ 
essary to insulate water pipes 
and heating pipes or ducts in the 
crawl 
space. Then, 
the floor 
should be insulated. 
It is recommended that in 
areas 
w h e r e 
temperatures 
reach 0 degrees to IO degrees 
below zero that a minimum of 
2 inches of flexible blanket or 
batt insulation be installed be­ 
tween the floor joists, or that 
one layer of reflective foil insu­ 
lation, polished on both sides, 
be fastened to the bottom of the 
joists. 


FLEXIBLE insulation should 
be stapled in place every four 
inches, or supported by wire 
netting or sheet material fast­ 
ened to the bottom edge of the 
floor joists. The foil insulation 
need only be stapled to the bot­ 
tom of the joists. 
In closed crawl spaces, mois­ 
ture control is provided by a 
ground cover so that crawl­ 
space ventilators can be kept 
closed during the heating sea­ 
son. This closed crawlspace 
construction 
is 
recommended 


except under severe moisture 
conditions, 
since 
it 
provides 
maximum floor comfort with a 
minimum expenditure for insu­ 
lation. Insulation around water 
pipes and heating ducts is not 
needed. 
The walls enclosing the closed 
crawl space must be insulated 
to reduce heat loss and main­ 
tain the temperature inside the 
crawl space. The heat loss to the 
ground through the earth floor 
of a crawl space is small. 


THE BOX headers and the 
end joists of the floor must be 
insulated, 
preferably 
with 
a 
flexible-type 
insulation 
which 
has a vapor barrier on one side. 
The vapor barrier should face 
the inside of the crawl space. 
On the exterior walls, insulation 
in sheet or block form is easiest 
to use. 
Glass fibreboard or foamed 
plastic sheets, at least I inch 
thick, should be applied to the 
foundation walls with tempered 
nails or an adhesive. The wall 
insulation should extend at least 
2 feet below the surface of the 
ground around the house.

Cons: Priest 


God made man in his own 
image. 
With that reminder, Rev. 
Robert Collins, 42-year-old 
director of out-client parole 
work f o r St. Leonard’s 
House, told 40 members of 
the Arlington Heights Ro­ 
tary Gub last week that “there 
is more sickness than sin in­ 
volved in the commission of 
many criminal acts.” 
“Electrocuting men or put­ 
ting them behind walls so we 
won’t have to look at them does 
not solve the problems of crime 
and criminals,” Rev. Collins 
pointed out. 


“IF WE EMPTIED the pris­ 
ons today of those having the 
narcotics or alcohol sicknesses, 
they (prisons) would be half 
full. 
“Rehabilitation is the only 
way to solve these problems. 
The sickness must be cured.” 
Rev. Collins, after serving as 
a parish priest in the Episcopal 
Church for4 14 years, joined the 
staff at St. Leonard’s House IO 
months ago. 


(ST. LEONARD’S House, loc­ 
ated at 2100 W. Warren Blvd., 
Chicago, is a rehabilitation cen­ 
ter for ex-convicts operated by 
the Episcopal Church.) 
His duties include supervision 


of a new St. Leonard’s program 
whereby the House sponsors 
parolees who live at home but 
are employed and counseled by 
the House staff. 
The Wieboldt Foundation has 
provided St. Leonard’s with a 
grant to carry out the parolee- 
at-large program, hailed as a 
unique experiment in the re­ 
habilitation field. 
“MEN WHO HAVE 
made 
parole and have an approved 
home to go to, but who have 
no employment, contact us," 
Rev. Collins explained. 
“We act as an employment 
agency, providing all of St. 
Leonard’s services except room 
and board. We’re job security.” 
Of the 75 parolees taking part 
in the new program (called the 
Lehner Plan) since February, 
1962, only three have returned 
to prison, Rev. Collins said. 


THE SUCCESS of the pro­ 
gram will be determined after 
three years in operation. The 
experimental period is approv­ 
ed by the Parole Department of 
the State of Illinois, Rev. Collins 
rioted 
“Of the hundreds of men who 
have passed through St. Leon­ 
ard’s House since its inception 
nine years ago, 87 per cent have 
‘made it,* ” Rev. Collins said. 
The House was founded by 
Rev. James G. Jones, director. 
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A citizen, Worthington Barr, 
Went to work without chains on his car,

Financial Burden Unfair 
‘Regressive’ Taxation in State: Prof 


% 
Hit Largest 
Families Hard

“Taxation in the state of Illinois is about as regres­ 
sive as taxation can be. The large families of the middle 
and lower-income brackets are carrying an unjust and 
inequitable share of the financial burden.” 
This is the frank assessment of Ben B. Bombera, 
Palatine resident who serves as treasurer for his home 
town village.

“FAMILIES would undoubted­ 
ly begin to scrutinize more criti­ 
cally any proposals for increased 
government expenditure and be­ 
gin to ask how much could be 
cut out or reduced by increasing 
the efficiency of operation,” he 


declares. 
“Society would thus gain from 
this greater interest which would 
result in more intelligent plan­ 
ning of service and activities and 
improve the efficiency of their 
operation.”

Bombera, 38, is an As­ 
sistant Professor of Ac- 
c o u n t i n g , Statistics and 
Mathematics at DePaul Un­ 
iversity, where he has serv­ 
ed since 1948. 
Key elements in his philosophy 
of revenue reform 
center 
on 
elimination 
of 
essential 
food, 
clothing and medicine from juris­ 
diction of the retailers’ occupa­ 
tional tax and absorption of some 
of the cost of public services by 
those who directly benefit. 


HE NOTES that Illinois raises 
about 82 per cent of its revenue 
through retailers’ 
occupational 
tax and sales excise taxes. (New 
York State, where food and medi­ 
cine are excluded, receives 30 
per cent of its revenue from a 
similar tax.) 
“A large part of the revenue 
comes from retailers’ tax on food, 
medicines and ordinary clothing. 
“Merely because of the num­ 
ber of members in a large 
family and the habit of eating 
three meals a day, the family 
must bear an unjust propor­ 
tion of the expenses of state 
and local government,” Bom­ 
bera asserts. 
He feels the situation on the 
local level is “not much better,” 
since the major source of revenue 
of local government and school 
districts is the property tax and 
municipal retailers’ occupational 
tax. 


IN COOK County, square feet 
of floor space is a big factor in 
determining the real estate tax. 
“Once again, because the large 
family does not wish to sleep in 
shifts, the head of the family 
tries to provide enough bedroom 
floor space to sleep the entire 
family at one time. 
“For this luxury, he must 
bear an Inequitable share of 
the operating expenses of the 
government and the school dis­ 
tricts through property taxa­ 
tion.” 
Property taxation is a carry­ 
over from the time when Illinois 
had 
an agricultural 
economy, 
Bombera observes. 


IN AN agricultural economy, 
the wealth and the income of an 
individual, (and thus his ability 
to pay taxes) is measured by the 
amount of real estate and tangi­ 
ble property that he has. 
% 
“But this is not so in an in­ 
dustrial economy such as Illinois 
has today. Intangible assets, such 
as stocks and bonds, which are 
almost entirely tax-exempt in the 
state, comprise a large part of 
the wealth of the higher income 
groups. 
“The trend in bome-building 
of these groups in the past 15 
years has been toward smaller 
homes 
luxuriously 
furnished, 
and to carry on their social, 
functions in their private coun­ 
try clubs rather in their own 
homes.” 
Bombera cites a study by p rof. 
R. A. Musgrave of the University 
of Michigan, which found that the 
most regressive, and “thus the 
most unjust,” was the sales and 
the sales excise taxes. “The sec­ 
ond most regressive was the 
property tax.” 


WHAT CAN be done to correc 
this situation? Many civic-spirited 
groups argue for revenue reform; 
legislators say it’s needed. 
Bombera says, “One of the 
most important things the legis 
lative body can do is to study 
this regressive tax situation with 
the good will to correct these in­ 
equities.” If this were done, “I 


am confident that just solution 
will be found.” 
“In my opinion, the easiest 
objective to obtain, first of all, 
would be to exclude food, medi­ 
cines and ordinary clothing 
from the retailers’ occupation­ 
al tax. This could be done in 
several ways, one of which 
would be to g i v e annual 
refunds to families that pur­ 
chased food, medicine and ordi 
nary clothing for consumption. 
The success that Pittsburgh 
has had since 1913 in shifting as­ 
sessment values from improve­ 
ment values to land values, and 
as a result reducing property tax­ 
es for 95 per cent of the home­ 
owners, is certainly worthy of 
serious study by our state legis 
lative body, according to G. M. 
Tucker, in his book “Self Sup­ 
porting City.” 
BOMBERA SAYS T u c k e r 
points out that this plan can be 
a 
“tremendous 
incentive 
to 
construction and re-construction 
ot properties . . . it tends to tax 
slums out of existence.” 
“It is my opinion, 
Bombera 
says, “that people of this country 
are now prosperous enough, for 
the most part, to pay a portion 
of the operating expenses of most 
service that they use, except such 
things as police and fire protec­ 
tion, health and general welfare 
service.” 
(Those who are unable to do 
so could have their share paid 
by a general welfare depart­ 
ment, he theorizes.) 
“The families using a facility 
or function could absorb approxi- 
mtely 25 per cent of the cash 
pay-out operating expenses.

plains, “the 
taxpayers 
would 
build a swimming pool, put the 
pool in operating condition, and 
then absorb 75 per cent of the 
operating expenses each year. 
The remaining 25 per cent would 
be absorbed by families using the 
pool. 
“This would increase the effi 
ciency (rf the operation of the pool 
since each family would realize 
that any inefficiency would have 


do be absorbed by them — at 
least to the extent of 25 per 
cent.” 
As to school, he argues, the 
Illinois Constitution could be 
changed so that free education 
is not required, and the above 
concept would be applied. 
“Again, the taxpayers would 
build the schools, furnish them, 
but would absorb only 75 per cent 
of the operating expenses that 
they now pay.” 


THIS WOULD reduce the re­ 
gressive property tax by a sub­ 
stantial amount, 
Bombera 
be­ 
lieves. 
“The remaining 25 per 
cent again would be absorbed by 
the families that use the school, 
with each 
family 
paying the 
same whether one or more chil­ 
dren attend the school.” 
Shouldering part of the cost di­ 
rectly would make most of the 
families using the schools vitally 
interested in the efficiency of the 
operation of them and would re­ 
sult in increased efficiency, ac­ 
cording to Bombera. 
As he describes it: 
“Let us imagine that a school 
board in a given district in its 
next meeting was to discuss the 
increase in family share of ex­ 
pense of $4 a year. There 
would be hundreds of families 
represented at that meeting. 
Compare that to the present 
situation where millions are 
spent with only the school 
board present — and not one

Fresh Try Seen to Improve Property Taxes 


Governor to Seek 
Classifications

SPRINGFIELD, (UPI) — I l l i n o i s legislators, 
prompted by increasing dissatisfaction at home, will 
make a fresh try next month to do something about the 
state’s unpopular property tax laws. 


The state and federal government have usurped most

A NUMBER of key law revis­ 
ions are also scheduled to hit 
ie legislative hopper. Since 
aw changes—as opposed to 
constitutional changes—require 
only a majority vote, they would 
appear to have a better chance 
of passage. To be understood, 
lese proposals must be viewed 
in the light of the recent history 
of the property tax. 


In 1945 the legislature became 
disturbed because various coun­ 
ties in the state were assessing 
property at different levels. The 
assembly thus passed a series 
of measures known as “The 
Butler Bills” which provided 
that the department of revenue 
would study the assessments in 
each county and apply a “muiti- 
ilier” to equalize the valuations 
between counties. 


This meant, for instance, that 
if County ‘A’ was assessing a 
$10,000 hopie at $5,000 for tax 
jurposes and County ‘B’ was 
assessing the same $10,000 home 
at $10,000, the Department of 
Revenue would assign a multi­ 
plier of two to County ‘A’. 


THE TAXPAYER then would 
get a bill in County ‘A’ which 
isted his “assessed valuation” 
as $5,000 and his “equalized val­ 
uation” at $10,000. He would 
lave to pay his taxes based on 
the equalized Valuation 
The theory was that the de­ 
partment would provide multi­ 
pliers to bring each county’s 
“equalized valuation” up to the 
actual value of his property. 
This did not happen. 


The reason was that assess­ 
ments in the various Illinois 
counties before 1945 averaged 
from 18 per cent to 68 per cent 
of the full cash value of pro­ 
perty, depending on the county. 
The Department of Revenue 
realizing that IOO per cent as­ 
sessed valuation—which would 
be equal to full cash value— 
could lead to tremendous tax 
increases for most taxpayers. 
So the department threw in a 
“judgment factor” and actual­ 
ly applied multipliers that made 
the statewide assessments aver­ 
age only 68 per cent of the as­ 
sessed valuation. 


Since that time the average 
percentage of valuation, as de­ 
termined by the Department of 
Revenue, has gradually declin­ 
ed. The past two years it has 
been about 55 per cent of asses­ 
sed valuation. 


The Department has indicated 
it will continue this downward 
trend next year by giving a 
multiplier of one—meaning no 
change—to counties that assess 
at 50 per cent of the actual 
value. 


IOO per cent assessed valu­ 
ation,” said Maurice Scott, ex­ 
ecutive secretary of the Illinois 
Taxpayers Federation. “I don’t 
know of anyone who wants the 
state to assess at IOO per cent.” 
One series of legislative pro­ 
posals, which have been success­ 
ful in the past, probably will 
be introduced by Sen. John 
Morris, D-Chadwick, to establish 
the present percentage—about 
50 per cent—as the tax limit on 
all real or personal property. 


SINCE THIS-is the present 
tote, such proposals would ap­ 
pear to have little opposition on 
;he face of it. This, however, is 
not the case because many tax­ 
ing units actually assess at 
higher than 50 per cent against 
some properties, such as utili­ 
ties, railroads and certain cor­ 
porations. 
Exactly how much higher 
these assessments are is a mat­ 
ter of dispute, but it is obvious 
that if Morris’ proposals be­ 
come law and were followed, 
there would be a decline in the 
amount of income available for 
many 
taxing 
units: Therefore 
many of these units oppose the 


Morris proposals. 
Other possible legislation in­ 
cludes a proposal, also unsuc­ 
cessful in the past, to require 
that railroads be assessed at 
the same rate as other property. 
Railroads have maintained they 
are assessed at a higher rate 
than other property and have 
won several court cases revolv­ 
ing around that point. 


THE RAILROADS, of course, 
would prefer to have the pro­ 
posed law to back them up. 
Many taxing bodies tacitly ad­ 
mit the railroad contentions, 
but object to lowering their 
rates because the tax money is 
needed. 


Whatever the outcome of the 
various legislation proposals in 
connection with property taxes, 
it appears there will be no gen­ 
eral increase in that field. 
“Property taxes have reach­ 
ed levels which occasion great, 
and in my judgment, justifiable 
resistance to their further in 
crease,” Governor Kerner told 
an audience last year.

Whatever it is, Eisen­ 
berg opines, the missing hus­ 
band took a long time to make 
up his mind to pull his van­ 
ishing act, and his departure 
is seldom the result of a “sud­ 
den inspiration.” 
Examples: 
“A well known surgeon in 
San Francisco reported to his 
hospital one day, performed his 
quota of operations, and never 
returned home. His frantic wife 
called police. A diligent investi­ 
gation turned up nothing but the 
usual picture of a successful 
doctor, a devoted husband and 
father, a highly esteemed pillar 
of his community — with no 
questionable habits. The wom­ 
an refused to believe, as every­ 
one else did, that her overwork­ 
ed husband was a suicide. 
During 
Eisenberg’s 
initial 


interviews with the family, he 
happened to notice some repli­ 
cas of old boats in the doctor’s 
study and asked about them. 
‘He loved the sea,’ 
said 
his 
wife. ‘That’s why we live here. 
But we’ve never owned a boat. 
He doesn’t sail. He just likes 
these old four masted repli­ 
cas.’ 
“On a hunch a Tracers op­ 
erative 
s t a r t e d 
hanging 
around 
the 
San 
Francisco 
docks and asking questions, 
but getting nowhere. Finally, 
he overheard a couple of sail­ 
ors in port saying something 
about an operation at sea.

Garment construction also al­ 
ters cleaning in dresses with 
built-in bras of foam rubber. 
For good results, be sure the 
bra can be removed for clean­ 
ing. The foam rubber will melt, 
and there’s danger that the bra 
might blow up if the material 
gets hot in drying. 
Beware, too, of elastic waist­ 
bands in garments. Some, but 
not all, will hold up under dry­ 
cleaning. 


FOAM-BACKED material can 
be tricky. If the material is 
wool, it is safe to bet that it will 
hold up. But acetate or nylon 
backed with foam is apt to 
cause trouble.

One-fourth-inch s p o n g e 
rubber padding is also satis­ 
factory. 
Excessive heat can damage 
rubber products in rug padding.

home popper will have good re­ 
sults with either corn or peanut 
oil, says Vandemark.

cret of good popping? Wait until 
the oil reaches 
the 
smoking 
point—450*475 degrees F.—then 
add the popcorn. 


A BUTTER-SALt seasoning is 
almost universal — use special 
fine popcorn salt. 
But during 
the holiday season homemakers 
may want to add variety by 
making caramel corn, popcorn 
balls,

popcorn,

“However, we know the law 
places an undue restriction on 
women engaged in the execu­ 
tive, administrative and profes­ 
sional fields, where a limitation 
on time can be a real handicap 
in getting a job done properly ” 
The proposed amendment to 
the state law, Mrs. Zinser said, 
would provide an exemption to 
the 8-hour work-day 
require­ 
ment to “females employed as 
private secretaries and to fe­ 
males employed in bona fide ex­ 
ecutive, administrative or pro­ 
fessional capacities.”

Hospital Asks Zoning

Quarters 


A place for student nurses to 
live while obtaining necessary 
psychiatric training at Forest 
Hospital-was asked for last week 
by Morris B. Squire, adminis­ 
trator of the Des Plaines Hos­ 
pital, in his request for a zon­ 
ing variance for a 12-room resi­ 
dence at 1840 Rand Road, di­ 
rectly opposite the 
hospital’s 
private lane on U.S. 12. 
The nursing residence, former­ 
ly known as the Tennant proper­ 
ty, is now occupied by six stu­ 
dent nurses and a house mother. 
The nurses are enrolled in the 
Illinois Masonic Hospital School 
of Nursing and obtain t h r e e 
months of their schooling at the 
Des Plaines treatment center. 
The state examinations for reg­ 
istered 
nurses require 
such 
training, it was stated. 
FOREST HOSPITAL provides 
the accredited training program 
for students in quarterly pe­ 
riods, with six to IO students oc­ 
cupying the residence for rotat­ 
ing periods of three 
months 
throughout the year. 
In his statement before the 
Cook County Zoning Board at 
the Des Plaines City Hall Wed­ 
nesday, Dec. 19, Squire empha­ 
sized that the residence in ques­ 
tion had been acquired for the 
specific purpose of housing the 
students and that no hospital ex­ 
pansion on this property was 
planned. 
Five classes have 
graduated from the center so 
far, Squire stated. 
The residence is the f i r s t 
house north of the bridge span­ 
ning the Des Plaines River on 
U.S. 12 and is owned and main­ 
tained by the hospital. Squire 
said that it was his hope that 
those occupying homes in the 
immediate vicinity would appre­ 
ciate the fact that the house is 
“immaculately maintained” and 
that its occupants, young stu­ 
dent nurses from 18 years of age 
and over, might be looked upon 
as a “pleasant asset”’ in th e 
neighborhood. 
Squire pointed out that 
the 
medical and hospital field is in 
urgent need of qualified nurses. 
“Our training program is

CHOICE COMPETITIONS AT CENTRALIA and Pontiac top 
a series of sparkling holiday basketball tournaments as high 
school quintets throughout Illinois put their conference interests 
aside and concentrate on enhancing their state-wide prestige. 
At a time when it's still extremely difficult to evaluate the 
relative merits of schoolboy clubs, the holiday spectaculars afford 
some enlightenment on the class of this basketball-conscious state. 
Certainly last winter’s tournaments gave us some idea as 
to what clubs to watch in the stretch drive, but a host of those 
holiday titlists never got a chance to exhibit their talents in 
Champaign's sardine-packed George Huff Gymnasium. 
Madison, DuSable, Peoria Richwoods, Kankakee, Hinsdale, 
Carmi picked off the coveted titles in highly regarded holiday 
cage attractions and failed to earn trips to the state finals. State 
champion Decatur was bumped twice in the Pontiac tournament. 
State runnerup Carver bowed out by 32 points in the Chicago 
Daily News affair. 
York High’s Dukes, a member of the Elite Eight, served 
notice of their power as early as December in the DeKalb tourna­ 
ment when they averaged 77.3 points per game over four tilts 
and waltzed to the title. 
Centralia, top-ranked most of the season, rolled to the 
crown in its own tournament with victories over touted New 
Trier, Marion, and Benton, and the Orphans were pegged to 
rule Hie state finals only to fall in a first round affair. 
Centralia, rated the best team in the state this season, holds 
the shaky role of favorite in its 1962 tournament which also in­ 
cludes third-ranked Quincy, fourth-ranked Rockford Auburn, de­ 
fending state champion Decatur, and tenth-ranked Belleville. 
The 16-team field also features surprising Edwardsville, high­ 
ly regarded New Trier of the Suburban League, run-and-shoot 
Pinckneyville, Champaign, Benton, Salem, Herrin, Marion, Peoria 
Manual, Pekin and Wood River. 
Supporters call the Centralia affair “a state tournament 
in December,” but Pontiac has assembled an impressive cast 
this season which observers call its strongest in 32 years. 
Take high-scoring Bloom of Chicago Heights, add suburban 
giant Waukegan and powerful Granite City, a conqueror of Col­ 
linsville’s crack club, and you have a good start at tabbing this 
Pontiac meet one of the state’s best. 
Other entries in the state’s second oldest holiday attraction 
include Arlington, LaSalle-Peru, Rock Island Alleman, Lockport, 
Streator, Peoria Richwoods, Anna-Jonesboro, Pontiac, Princeton, 
Lincoln, Springfield, Washington and Clinton. 
McLeansboro, the state’s second-ranked club which fea­ 
tures the talented Burns twins, opened its own tournament 
yesterday (Wednesday), and Collinsville hooks up in the East 
St. Louis attraction. 
Biggest tournament of them all is the giant Chicago Daily 
News affair in Chicago where 24 teams from the Public League 
engage in a four-day meet. Top choices in the Classic include 
Carver, Marshall, DuSable, Crane, Parker, and Englewood. 
Host Joliet, Joliet Catholic, East Aurora, and high-scoring 
Willowbrook head a capable field at the Joliet tourney, and Kan­ 
kakee entertains a fine field which includes area entries Prospect 
and Evanston and downstate clubs Bridgeport, Taylorville, and 
Decatur MacArthur among others. 
Thornton of Harvey, Park Forest Rich, Homewood-Flo$s- 
moor, and Thornridge go at it in their own round-robin com­ 
petition. and York, Elgin. Rochelle, and Palatine should head 
the battle for laurels at DeKalb. 
Maine East, Riverside-Brookfield, and Maine West are con­ 
sidered too strong for the 13 other challengers at Proviso West, 
and Paris, the state’s thirteenth ranked team, heads its own eight- 
team affair. Morton East of the Suburban League journeys to 
Paris in an attempt to uphold the prestige of the Chicago area.

To keep Christmas gift plants

Remember that plants in cool 
rooms need less water than 
those in a warmer, drier at­ 
mosphere.

low, than in normal summer 
weather. Never allow plants to 
go for long in soil that is water­ 
logged or bone dry. In either 
case, roots will be damaged. 
Wilting never benefited any 
plant. If necessary, poke a hole 
through fancy wrappings to free 
drainage channels. Plants in 
jardinieres or papier mache 
containers should never stand 
in water very long. Plants with 
“wet feet” soon look sick—the 
flowers begin to wither and the 
leaves turn yellow and may 
fall. 
Although certain plants re­ 
quire more light than others, all 
flowering plants need moder­ 
ately bright light to keep them 
in good condition. Most flower­ 
ing plants need bright light the 
greater part of the day. South, 
east 
or 
west 
windows 
are 
usually excellent locations. But 
keep plants that are in bloom 
out of direct sunlight. The sun’s 
heat wilts flowers quickly. 


AVOID ABRUPT 
changes 
from a relatively dark spot into 
very 
bright light, and vice 
versa. Such changes will do 
more damage than if the plant 
had a chance to become grad­ 
ually acclimated to the new 
situation.

Try to keep plants in the 
proper temperature. For most 
gift plants, try to find a bright 
spot where temperatures will 
range from 65 to 75 degrees F. 
during the day and between 50 
and 55 degrees F. at night. 
This may mean moving them 
> a cooler room at night or 
placing them on a sun porch 
that warms up in the daytime 
but cools off sufficiently after 
sundown. At any rate, lower the 
thermostat at night in winter. 
KEEP PLANTS out of either 
hot or cold drafts and well 
away from radiators and hot­ 
air registers. 
Don’t worry about fertilizing 
gift plants. In most cases they 
come from the florist in healthy 
condition, and they don’t need 
fertilizer. 
It is probably best to discarc 
most pot plants when they have 
finished blooming. However, if

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The Way We See It 
Jurisdictional Wars 


“ ‘Chicagoland’ is a figment of 
s fief ch. Actually, it is a war of petty, 
squabbling jurisdictions ” — f r o rn 
“The Future of Northeastern Illinois;* 
1961 lecture and discussion series 
seminar. 


The Northeastern Illinois Metropoli­ 
tan Area Planning Commission, which 
sponsored this seminar in conjunction 
with the Downtown Center of the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago, should know some­ 
thing about this war of jurisdiction. 


It has been attempting to unify the 
planning and thinking of this vast “fig­ 
ment of speech” into something recog­ 
nizing orderly growth since its forma­ 
tion some three years ago. 


The planning commission is an ad­ 
visory agency established by the state 
to guide planning efforts of the six-coun­ 
ty, 3,714-square mile metropolitan area 
called “Chicagoland.” 


The very nature of its work brings 
the commission into confrontation with 
the jealousies of city, county, suburban 
and township government. It is well 
aware of the competition generated by 
the existence of park, school, library, 
drainage, forest preserve and sanitary 
districts. It has warned against the com­ 
petition of annexation and development 
between different communities covetous 
of the same land. 
Even with all these hinderances to 
sensible expansion, 1962 saw’ the emer­ 
gence of growth patterns taking on a 
truly metropolitan and regional flavor. 
The tollway and expressway system 
linking the city and its components is 
virtually complete, and will some day 
be part of the interstate network tying 
together the country’s coasts. 
Expansion of O’Hare International 


Airport means continued growth else­ 
where, particularly in the northwest 
suburbs whose homes are attracting the 
jet-age commuter, and industry which is 
locating around the periphery of this 
Midwest heart of intercontinental trans­ 
portation. 


The year saw’ the continuing erection 
of regional shopping centers, epitomized 
by the opening of the giant Randhurst 
center in Mount Prospect built at a cost 
of $21 million. Not only will shoppers be 
permitted the extravagance of having 
“State Street” in suburbia, but an an­ 
cillary benefit will be the substantial 
sales taxes that will go to Mount Pros­ 
pect, two school districts and a park dis­ 
trict. 
rn 
The year also saw' the attempt and 
failure of the Kennedy administration to 
create a Department of Urban Affairs 
and Housing in response to the fact that 
70 per cent of all Americans now reside 
in some 200 metropolitan centers, with 
all future population increases expected 
here. 


There will probably be another at­ 
tempt this capling year to enact legis­ 
lation to establish such a federal agency. 
For this proposed department would sat­ 
isfy some needs abdicated by local gov­ 
ernments more prone to competing with 
one another rather than cooperating. 


A declaration of freace is required for 
the coming year to end the squabbling 
jurisdictional wars which have defeated 
some well-laid plans for the future. 
The problems of mass transportation, 
human relations, water supply! air and 
water pollution, drainage, schools, fire 
and police protection are knocking at 
the door, begging solutions. These pleas 
cannot be denied. 


Reporting Violators 


Failure to report convictions for 
moving traffic violations to the Secre­ 
tary of State’s office is an omission of 
duty under the law. 


Secretary of State Charles F. Car- 
pentier made this pronouncement at the 
recent Illinois Traffic Court Conference 
at Western Illinois University. 


Circumstances which prompted Car- 
pentier to issue the reminder indicate 
the reporting system is less than perfect. 
A local controversy over reporting of 
convictions has spotlighted the system’s 
fallibility in the northwest suburbs. 


A question has been raised as to 
whether it is the responsibility of the 
police magistrates and justices of the 


peace or of the court clerks to report 
convictions to Springfield. We believe 
the answer here is that all are respon­ 
sible; that the obligation of implement­ 
ing the law falls on the shoulders of 
those directly connected with it. 


Identification of dangerous and bor­ 
derline drivers is important. Armed w ith 
knowledge found in court reports, the 
state may either take careless drivers 
off the road or seek to improve their 
driving habits. 
The equitable administration of jus­ 
tice demands that police magistrates, 
justices of the peace and court clerks co­ 
operate in guaranteeing the filing of 
court reports with the proper authority. 
There is no alternative.

THIS WEEK we turn to the 
opposite kind of concern. 
A 
new book has appeared. Ecce 
Homo,” 
(Harper 
and 
Row, 
$12.50), w h i c h refutes the 
white man s God ’ assumption. 
It is a large pictorial book 
which reveals the life of Jesus 
“as artists of many cultures 
have seen it since the begin­ 
ning of the Christian era.” 


If you are Christian or in­ 
terested in the faith, nothing at 
this cost can contribute so 
much this year to the nurture 
of faith and concern. 
Printed 
in ~ Switzerland in amazingly 
brilliant g r a v u r e processes, 
with 
informed comment by 
Joseph Jobe, 
“Ecce 
Homo” 
uproots many cherished images 
of Cl st in order to supplant 
them 
with 
more 
beautiful, 
more gracious, more moving 


ones. 
Among the reasons why 
people dismiss Jesus Christ 
is the unexciting character of 
his confrontation. 
The pic­ 
tures we often are reduced 
to putting up on our walls or 
tucking into the hands of our 
Sunday School children are 
meaningful because we may 
already have met Christ. 


But 
the 
sweet, 
feminine, 
pink-blue-pastel portraits hard­ 
ly show a child or an inquiring 
adult anything of the majesty, 
the humaneness, the power, the 
manly vigor of the One who 
knew foxes, birds, brambles, 
and gluttonous men in their own 
environments. 


THAT SWEET stereotype, so 
paralyzing to active faith, does 
not address itself to the des­ 
pairs and doubts of our years. 
Joseph Jobe’s artists present 
another Jesus Christ. Hardly a 
known artist appears. America 
is represented via the work of 
New Mexican Indians; Europe, 
by Bohemian and Silesian prim­ 
itive paintings. 


But the greater accent is 
on nineteenth and twentieth 
century a r t i s ti c response 
from Africa and Asia. Seldom 
does a picture serve to cause 
us 
to 
think 
through 
the 
Christian faith from the be­ 
ginning, as it were. 
Almost all the pictures in 
this vplume will serve to bring 
one up short once again and, 
as if for the first time, say 
“Ecce Homo” — Behold the 
Man! 


THE ONE who would look 
at these pictures must share 
some of the spirit of those 
who painted or carved the por­ 
traits. 
Of them Gerard Hauptman 
spoke in words quoted by Jobe: 


He who Would dare paint the 
portrait of the Man wearing 
the Crown of Thorns, he must 
give thereto his whole life . . . 
not just a troubled or arrant 
existence: he must give hours, 
days, years of solitude and con­ 
templation. He must be alone 
with his sorrows, with his God. 


He must be free from any evil 
or contamination. 
Having so 
struggled and suffered, the 
Holy Spirit may come to him. 
Then he will see a vision, he 
will rest in eternity . . . and 
then serene and beautiful, un­ 
willed by him, he will see the 
Saviour. 


Debate of School 
Needs Is Healthy 


The educational system has 
been cited by the president 
of the Illinois State Chamber 
of Commerce as one of the 
fallacies marking “the some­ 
thing - for - nothing 
age 
in 
which we live.” 


Ray C. Dickerson told a 
state chamber dinner meeting 
in Chicago recently that some 
residents believe that “any­ 
one who so much as questions 
some of the things we are do­ 
ing in our public schools, or 
in our institutions of higher 
learning, is a person of ulte­ 
rior motive who just doesn t 
want our children to have a 
good education.” 


DICKERSON said “It does 
not necessarily follow that 
everything the public schools 
and colleges and universities 
do is in the public interest. 


“Some 
educator, 
think 
there is only one side to 
the question, and that is 
their side. This is rather 
strange considering that an 


educator, ordinarily, is not­ 
ed for wanting to hear both 
sides of a question. 


“Many good people who are 
for 
better 
education 
know 
that the population explosion, 
in itself, is not responsible 
for everything,” said Dicker­ 
son. 


“They know that we have 
gone overboard in admitting 
to colleges and universities 
many students who just can 
never make the grade and 
who belong in trade schools 
and short courses. 


“They know, too, that this 
country today needs more 
good mechanics and good 
tradespeople 
just 
as 
it 
needs scientists. 


“Too many of our educa­ 
tors, when questioned on any­ 
thing at all, like to take the 
position that fatner knows 
best. In this instance if just 
happens that father isn’t pay­ 
ing the bill.”

from a decline. 
The serious nature of this 
problem was emphasized to 
the governors by businessmen 
and educators who told the 
conference that the Midwest 
can ill afford to be passed up 
in the competition for space 
age industry. An obvious as­ 
pect of this failure is the 
federal government’s dwindl­ 
ing investment in the mid­ 
west, particularly with de­ 
fense contracts. 


THE GOVERNORS w e r e 
warned that the midwestern 
states must create a climate 
whereby local industry and 
commerce has the incentive 
to invest in technological and 
scientific research. 
The eggheads have inherited 
the future, and we are at their 
mercy. 
An immediate challenge is 
the need for halting the exodus 
of college graduates from the 
Midwest. 
One of the midland’s great­ 
est strengths is in its universi­ 
ties and colleges—12 of the 
nation’s 20 largest schools are 
located in this region. The 
scientific 
and 
engineering 
standards of Midwest universi­ 
ties are equal to any in the 
world, but we are not holding 
our share of science and en­ 
gineering graduates. Nor are 
we attracting our share of 
those graduated elsewhere. 


ALTHOUGH SCIENCE and 
technology are the keys to in­ 
dustry’s future, these areas 
have become prerogatives of 
California, the Southwest, and 
New England. 
Warns Gov. Otto Kerner: 
“We produce the essential 
ingredient of the growth in­ 
dustries — trained 
scientific 
and engineering manpower in 
quantity — but we ship it 
elsewhere as if it were iron 
ore.” 
The Midwest presently has 
the second lowest number of 
engineers per capita and the 
lowest number of scientists. 
If the great potential of our 
universities is to be used in 
building 
regional 
strength, 
cooperation on a regional level 
will be needed to fill existing 
gaps in education and to make 
the best possible use of the 
current “explosion of know­ 
ledge.” 


IN ADDITION to steady, 
long-range support of high 
quality education programs 
to attract growth industries, 
the Middle West needs to de­ 
velop massive educational pro­ 
grams to help its people 
understand and support this 
modern technology. 
These are challenges which 
the Midwest Governors Con­ 
ference has resolved to ac­ 
cept. The future of an entire 
region, its economy and its 
people, will depend in large 
part on how rapidly and effec­ 
tively they realize success in 
this effort. 


Sees End 
To Branch 
Bank Ban 


The 
Illinois 
ban 
against 
branch banking is certain to 
be lifted. 
So predicts Richard H. Am­ 
berg, publisher of the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 
“It is inevitable that Illi­ 
nois 
will 
modernize 
its 
banking laws to permit its 
banks 
to 
open 
branches 
within the 15-mile 
limits 
your 
proposed 
legislation 
provides,” Amberg recently 
told the Citizens Committee 
of the Illinois Council for 
Branch Banking. 
“Those few states which 
deprive their banks of the 
right to branch are retarding 
the national economy while 
holding back their own eco­ 
nomic growth,” he said. “An 
informed public simply will 
not permit this.” 
Amberg said it would be 
regrettable “if Congress is 
forced to create new laws al­ 
lowing 
national 
banks 
to 
branch, thus placing 
state 
legislatures 
in 
a 
position 
where they must follow suit.” 
Amberg once took part in 
an unsuccessful campaign 
for branch banking in Mis­ 
souri, which permits hold- 
ing-company banking 
but 
not branch banking. Illinois 
law allows neither.'
